Mussolini Will Approve 
Decree, Greece Can Ac- 
cept and Save Dignity 
Is General Belief.

Paris, September 7.—The council of 
ambassadors sent a note to the Greek 
government today embodying proposals 
for the settlement of the Greeo-Italian 
controversy. The proposals some- 
what modify the demands made upon 
Greece by Premier Mussolini. While 
they have not been officially disclosed, 
it is understood they contain the fol- 
lowing terms: 

First—The Greek fleet to pay hon- 
ors to the Italian naval squadron at 
Piraeus, which shall be accompanied 
by a British and a French warship; 
the Greek fleet saluting the inter-allied 
flags with 21 guns; the inter-allied 
ships to enter port without saluting. 


Second—A memorial service to be 


' held in the Catholic church, attended 
by all the members of ‘the Greek gov- 
ernment. During the service the ships 


in the harbor will fly their flags at - 


half mast. 

Third—Military honors to he paid 
when the bodies of the victims are 
placed on board ship. 

Fourth—-Greece to déposit the sum 
of 50,000,000 lire as a guarantee for 
the pasment she may be called upon 
to make. 

Fifth—An international commi¥ 
sion presided over by a Japanese 
shall control the Greek investiga- 
tion. 

The text which was sent to the 
Greek government at Athens received 
the unanimous indorgzement of the 
allied representatives, but berond 
saying “the counci] bas reached an 
important, perhaps decisive, stage in 
the settlement of the conflict,” no 
information with an official stamp 
was available. , 

Baron Avezzano, the Italian am- 
bassador, made no pretense of hid- 
ing his satisfaction as he left the 
meeting this evening. He told the 
Italian correspondents that the de- 
cision likely would find favor in 
Rome. Questioned as to what wel- 
come the note would receive at Ath- 
ens the ambassador replied that it 
not for him to sar. But the 
general impression among the other 
members of the council was that 
Greece will obey the instructions 
which it can do without loss of pres- 
tige as would have been the case 
had -the Italian ultimatum been 
accepted,

system is often too slow, opening 
opportunities for grave injustices to 
acéused who may be innocent, and 
sirgilarly to the protection of socie- 
ty through unwarranted delays in 
pr perly punishing the guilty. 

Speedy trials, and the speedy ad- 
ministration of justice through coop- 
eration between the trial judge, so- 
licftor and interested attorneys, as 
well as all court officials, tend to 
a firmer sentiment in behalf of the 
efficiency of the constituted court 
system; and to that same end tend 
to less lawlessness, and less terror- 
izakion by self-constituted ‘‘regula- 
tors,”” who strike at the very heart

Secretary Hoover, bringing to 
bear his experience from the vast pur- 
chasing problems of the Belgian re- 
lief commission, the United States 
grain corporation and the American 
relief administration, personally work- 
ed out plans to obtain and ship at 
once tinned fish, clothing, underwear, 
shoes, galvanized iron, lumber and tar- 
paulins for temporary shelter. 

Instructions were sent to Pacific 
coast ports to accompany shipments of 
such commodities as rice with the nec- 
essary material with which, to build 
warehouses for the supplies once they 
reach Yokohama. Experts of the de- 
partment of commerce and the Ameri- 
can Relief administration were in con- 
stant conference with Red Cross offi- 
cials to see that the execution of Mr. 
Hoover's plans of purchase and ship 
ment was facilitated as much as pus- 
sible,

Dreamed of Rescue. 

Only the night before we rescued 
ber she had dreamt she heard the 
whistle of a boat, and when she heard 


our whistle that morning, as she was!

| bears but feared to try a shot for fear 


be merely wounding one of them in 
which case she knew that they would 
probably kill her. She fired over their 
heads and they scrambled out of 
Sight. Another time, in the spring 
after the seals had come out upon the 
ice, she crawled for rods very patiently 
and carefully up to where a seal was 
sunning itself. Then, using a Kittle 
wooden rest she had made for her gun 
barrel, she took careful aim and fired. 
The bullet found its mark and the 
seal died without a quiver. But seals 
always lie very near their breathing 
holes or near the edge of the ice and 
even though dead they frequently slide 
into the water before the hunter can 
reach them. Ada, therefore, immedi- 
ately she fired, had thrown aside her 
rifle and had raced as fast as she eould

Ada made new cloth- 
ing for the men and did her utmost 
to send them away as completely 
equipped as she could. 

Knight, who was already develop- 
ing symptoms of scurvy, was to re- 
pain with Ada, while Crawford, Mau- 
rer and Galle were to make the at- 
tempt. The shore party left January 
28, 1923; leaving Ada and Knight to 
their long and lonely vigil—a vigil 
which my poor old pal still keeps be- 
heath the sed of Wrangel Island. 

The day after the boys left a se- 
vere gale sprang up which lasted for 
three days. When she tried to tell me 
of this, little Ada broke down, tears 
streamed from her eyes and she sob- 
bed till I thought her heart would 
break, she then calmed for a moment, 
but did not proceed. In her eyes was a 
strunge, faraway expression. She 
seemed to visualize the terrible battle 
which the boys must have had with 
that awful gale amid the clashing 
flees, the opening leads and in the 
deep darkness of midwinter night as 
they struggled on in their weakened 
condition and with only five  half- 
starved dogs to haul their sledge. 


Knight Becomes Helpless. 

At first Knight was able to get 
stout a bit, but one day, while chop- 
ping wood he fainted, and thereafter 
did not leave the tent.

As she grasped the seal by its flip- 
pers she sensed a presence near her 
und glancing back over her shoulder 
Saw a great polar bear which had evi- 
dently been stalking her as she stalked 
the seal. Dropping her hope of im- 
mediate fresh meat, Ada raced for ber 
tent. But the bear was too busy eat- 
ing up the seal which she had killed 


to pay any attention to her. But 
often in the morning she would see 
the huge tracks of polar bears that 
had come up to her tent to. sniff 
around during the night. 

This adventure made Ada somewhat 
timid about venturing very far from 
cainp afterwards. When we rescued 
her she was working upon a net with 
which she hoped to catch seals. She 
had also made a small canvas boat. 
scarcely larger than herself, with 
which to paddle-out to ducks that she 
shot in the nearby waters. 

When we arrived she had but 12 
pounds of mouldy pilot bread which 
she was saving for next winter, when 
she knew she would not be able to do 
much huntnig. 

The world has curious habit of 
looking upon the®Eskimos as a race 
inured by nature to all sorts of hard- 
ships and capable of sustaining hunger 
indefinitely. But after living among 
them for six years can truthfully say 
they are as human as anyone else. 
They feel the cold as we do. Their 
bodies require as much nourishment as 
do ours, And perhaps more so than 
we do they value companionship. So 
I greatly fear that this tale of stoic 
heroism and lonely fortitude. which 
in all human annals certainly has been 
rarely surpassed, wil! fail of any great 
appreciation, for its heroine is but a 
poor Eskimo girl.

Marion, Ohio, September 7.—Be- 
quests totaling $226,000 in cash were 
made to relatives, life long friends, 
churches and the Marion Park asso- 
ciation by the late President Harding 
under the terms of his will filed for 
probate here today. 

Mrs. Florence Kling Harding, 
widow of the president, was left a 
life estate of $100,000 if government 
bonds, the east half of the building 
now ocenpied by the Marion Star, 
the Harding home on Mount Vernon 
avenue, with all personal property 
contained there, with the request that 
Mrs. Harding give to each of the three 
sons of Dr. George T. Harding,’ Jr., 
of Columbus, brother of the president, 
a finger-ring and watch. 

Dr. George T. Harding, father of 
the president, was left a life estate 
of $50,000 in government bonds and 
the home where he now resides. At 
Mr. Harding's death the home is to 
revert back to Dr. Harding’s son and 
three daughters. 

The president made a_ stipulation 
that “no part of my estate shall be 
xtbade’ for a monunrent other than 
a simple marker at my grave.” 

Document Is Short. 

The will, a short concise document 
covering two and one-half pages of 
smal] parchment, was executed at 
Washington, June 20, 1923, and was 
witnessed by Geo, B. Christian, Jr., 
the president’s secretary; Charles E. 
liard, an old friend of the president 
and a former employe at the White 
Iiouse under Mr. Harding, and At- 
terney General Daugherty. The in- 
strumenc was drawn by Mr. Daugher- 
ty just before Mr. Harding left for 
his Alaskan trip. 

No value of the estate can be esti- 
mated until the will is admitted to 
yrobate and appraisers named, Judge 
L. B. McNeal said tongiht. Much of 
Mr. Harding’s weaith is understood 
to be in stocks and bonds, the value of 
which is unknown until the apprais- 
ere make their report. According to 
Judge McNeal they have thirty days 
in which to make the report after the 
will is admitted to probate.

The Georgia Cotton Growers’ Co- 
operative association obtained for its 
members the highest price of any of 
the other associations in the south 
With a price of 26.03 to the individual 
member growers or a gross return 


of 27.06. This announcement was 
made after a survey had been com- 
pleted of prices received by other co- 
operatives. 

The membership also ‘advanced by 
leaps and bounds. The total gain for 
the season amounted to 23,318 over 
last season. This brings the total 
tnembership at the present up to the 
10,000 figure, 

In a comparison with the growth of 
other cooperatives it was found that 
Georgia's association had advanced 
more than 9,000 members over the next 
largest cooperative. There are 12 
cotton growing associations in the 
south with an aggregate membership 
of approximately 226,000 members. 
The gigantic progress made by the 
south fh agricultural and financial in- 
dependence has been led by Georgia, 
through the magnificent success of the 
great cooperative marketing associa- 
tion of this state. 

During the fiseal year which just 
closed the combined associations 
handled over 1,000,000 bales of cotton. 
These bales were pooled on the Sapiro 
plan by less than 146,000 members. A 
greater number of bales would have 
been pooled but for the failure of the 
crop which yielded 2,000,000 bales less 
than first indications. 

That a greater number of cotton 
bales will be marketed during the 
coming season is indicated by the fact 
that Texas has marketed cooperatively 
five times as much cotton from mem- 
bers of the association than last year. 

No estimate can be made of the 
number of bales that will go through 
this year with the association’s in- 
creased strength and efficiency, but 
there is no doubt that the increase will 
be outstanding in view of present in- 
dications.
